Our CPA, Nancy Adams, filed a 
Second Extension with the IRS for 
the Club’s 1994-95 ( 990 and (990T 
retums on November 15. Along with 
the filing, the club made an estimated 
payment of $5403, to the IRS at the 
request of the CPA, She has not yet 
committed to a date for having our 
retum completed. The required 
information was given to the CPA in 
June to complete the return, which is 
due September Ist of each year. 
John Lawson, NL7NC, Treasurer , 
requested of the board, due to the 
present CPA’s poor performance, 
approval to utilize Hartzberg and 
Associates for preparation of taxes in 
the future. Kent Hartzberg is the

Currently the equipment 
that we use is in the top shelf ofa very 
full rack Recause a radio system 
tends to work better when it is closer 
to its antenna, we're thinking we 
could move our equipment into the 
attic of Internet Alaska. The AARC is 
checking into it. We have offered 
$100 a year rent for the extra space 
The counter offer was $100 per 
month. We are still negotiating. The 
computer is a 386 SX 16 with 2 megs 
of RAM. They would like to upgrade 
this system with a new mother-bourd 
w/ more memory capacity, and new, 
faster TNCs. Simon Carraway, 
NL7VR, Three year board member 
motioned that the AARC acquire 
upgrades for the Packet/Intemet 
system for under $1000. Seconding 
the motion was Kris O'Connor, 
Activities Manager. The motion was 
unanimously approved 

Because of the way the Charitable 
gaming Laws are wmtten in the State 
of Alaska the AARC needs to 
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dispense year-end revenue acquired 
from gaming prior to January 15, 
1996. After much discussion it was 
moved by Mel Saunders, AL7PB, 
Three year member - Seconed by 
John Murray, NL7WW, One year 
board member, that the Board take the 
following proposal forword to the 
General Membership for their 
approval. 

The AARC expects to be able to 
donate approximately $24,000 of 
revenue.

If in the event the AARC has the 
ability to donate more than $24,000, it 
would go to APU. The motion was 
approved unanimously by the board 
who sends it on for further approval. 
There was some discussion among the 
board members as to how to revitalize 
attendence at meetings, and interest in 
participation at Club events. It was 
the opinion of the Board that the 
Newsletter is the place for Club 
busmess. Business conducted at 
General Meetings should should be 
held to a bare minimum. Mel 
Saunders, AL7PB, Three year board 
member motioned that the Anchorage 
Amateur Radio Club make available, a 
‘one year free membership to any new 
amateur within the Municipality of 
Anchorage. The motion was 
seconded by Simon Carraway, 
NL7VR, Three year board member 
and passed without objection by the 
board. 

A motion was made by Mel Saunders, 
AL7PB, Three year board member , 
and seconded by Pat Wilkes, WL7JA, 
“One year board member, to upgrade 
the Microsoft program that Harvey 
Rookus, NL7DK, our Newsletter 
Editor uses from 1.0 to 2.0. This was 


approved by the board unanimously, 
Fred Brown, Chairman of last years 
Fairbanks Flea Market is encouraging, 
the Anchorage Club to-get-a-move- 
on-early. We are checking on the 
availability of the Kincaid Park site 
for the Sept 21st and 22nd 1996. 

We have approval by the powers that 
be at APU to use our old Meeting 
Room in the Carr-Gottstein Bldg. 
We have been assured that it will be 
available for the entire year of 1996, 
Many Thanks go to Genunne 
Thorsness, WL7RY for her going to 
Bat conceming this matter.

AMATEUR STATION VANITY CALL SIGN SYSTEM 


A vanity call sign (a call sign selected by the FCC from a list of call signs requested by the station licensee or license 
trustee) may be requested for a primary or club station. The request must be made by the licensee or, in the case of a 
club station, by the club station license trustee, on FCC Form 610-V Amateur Radio Station Vanity Call Sign Request. It 


must be filed with the required fee. (See FCC Form 1070-V for mailing instructions and fee requirement.) RACES and 
military recreation stations are not eligible for vanity call signs. 


‘The requestor may list up to twenty-five call signs in order of preference. The exact prefix, numeral, and suffix must be 
given for each call sign. Requests stated in general terms such as, "Any call sign with my initials" or "Any call sign 
having the prefix (or suffix) __" will be dismissed. The first assignable call sign on the list for which the requestor is 
eligible will be shown on the license grant for the requestor’s station and the original call sign will be vacated. Should no 
requested call sign be assignable to the station, the original call sign will continue to be shown on the license grant. 


A call sign is assignable two years following license expiration, surrender, revocation, set aside, cancellation, void ab 
initio, or death of the grantee. See Fact Sheet PR-5000 #206 Sequential Call Sign System for explanations of call sign 
group, format, and prefix. 


The exceptions are: 
» Former holder - The two year requirement does not apply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call 


sign was previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space station of the requestor. 
»Close relative of former holder now deceased - Upon the death of the holder, a call sign is assignable 
immediately to an otherwise eligible primary station of a close relative (the holder's spouse, child, grandchild, stepchild, 


Parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, stepbrother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, or in-law). 
» Request in memoriam - Upon the death of the holder, the call sign is assignable immediately to an otherwise 
eligible club station. The trustee’s files must include a written statement from a close relative, as listed above, of the 


deceased showing consent of the relative to the request. 


Call sign group eligibility is determined by the requestor’s class of operator license: 
* Amateur Extra - Group A, B, C, or D. * Technician Plus Class - Group C or D. 
* Advanced - Group B, C, or D. * Technician Class - Group C or D. 
* General - Group C or D. * Novice Class - Group D. 


The only exception is: 
» Former holder - The operator class requirement does not apply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the 


call sign was previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space station of the 
requestor. 
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Requestor’s mailing address determines eligibility for call sign format and prefix: 

One of the contiguous 48 states - Regions 1-10. 
Alaska - Regions 1-11. 
American Samoa - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 8. 
Commonwealth of Northern Marianna Islands - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 0. 
Guam - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 2, 
Hawaii - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 6 or 7. 

7 *Puerto Rico - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 having numeral 3 or 4. 
Virgin Islands - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 having the numeral 2. 


The exceptions are: 
> Former holder - The mailing address requirement does not apply to an otherwise eligible primary station if 


the call sign was previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space station of the 


requestor. 
» Close relative of former holder now deceased - The mailing address requirement does not apply to the 


otherwise eligible primary station of a close relative, as listed above. 

»Request in memoriam - The mailing address eligibility requirement does not apply in the case of an 
otherwise eligible club station for a vanity call sign call sign requested in memoriam. The trustee's files must include a 
written statement from a close relative, as listed above, of the deceased showing consent of the relative to the request. 


Starting gates are being used to implement the system in stages. Applications filed before the appropriate starting gate 
opens will be dismissed. A public notice will announce the opening of each gate. They are: 


Gate 1, A primary station licensee of any class operator may request the call sign previously shown on the 
license, or on the primary, secondary, repeater, auxiliary link, control, or space station license of a now-deceased 
close relative. A club station licensee trustee of any class operator may request the call sign previously shown 
on the club station license, 

Gate 1(A). A license trustee of a club station may request in memoriam the call sign previously shown on the 


station license of a deceased person who was a member of the club. The club must have held a club station 
license grant on March 24, 1995. The trustee's files must include a letter from a close relative, as listed above, of 


the deceased confirming the deceased person's association with the club and show consent of the relative to the 
request. 


Gate 2, An Amateur Extra Class operator may request a Group A, B, C, or D call sign for his or her primary 
station. 

An Amateur Extra Class operator may request, including request in memoriam, a Group A, B, C, or D call sign 
for the club station for which he or she is license trustee. 


Gate 3, An Advanced Class operator may request a Group B, C, or D call sign for his or her primary station. 
An Advanced Class operator may request, including request in memoriam, a Group B, C, or D call sign for the 
club station for which he or she is license trustee. 
Gate 4. A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class operator may request a Group C, or D call sign for 
his or her primaxy station. 
A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class operator may request, including request in memo..am, a 

a Group C, or D call sign for the club station for which he or she is license trustee. 
A Novice Class operator may request a Group D call sign for his or her primary station.
